BEN FRANKLIN, A MAN AHEAD OF HIS TIME, 
TURNS 280 ON JANUARY 17 


If Ben Franklin were alive today, he probably would own a 
home computer. In fact, he probably would have invented 
it! While Franklin resembled many other 18th century figures, 
he also was very modern for his time, according to George 
Washington University literary scholar Ormond Seavey, who has 
written and researched extensively on the life and times of Ben 
Franklin. 

Celebrated for numerous contributions, including the 
discovery of electricity, authoring Poor Richard's Almanac , and 
inventing the Franklin Stove, Franklin had a "gift of 
innovativeness," which Seavey sees in many modern-day 
Americans. 

Born in Boston on January 17, 1706, Franklin arrived in 
Philadelphia in 1723 nearly penniless and with only a working 
class status. And unlike today's Young Urban Professionals, or 
"yuppies," Seavey said, "Franklin made his way largely by his 
own wits and skills." Yuppies, Seavey believes, have a big 
headstart.

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Today "America is full of Ben Franklins," Seavey said. In 
fact, a modern-day analogy might be drawn to home computer 
users. "People who sit in front of their computers and play 
with them, finding different ways of using them, are doing a 
very Ben Franklin thing," Seavey said. 

And Franklin was astute enough to capitalize on the 
open field of science during his day. In addition to his famous 
kite experiment, which led to an understanding of electricity, 
Franklin was apparently the first to record water termperatures 
as a means of identifying the Gulf Stream. He then published an 
ocean chart to aid mariners. He also designed a proposal for 
keeping city streets clean, and he invented a musical 
instrument, the glass armonica. 

Franklin's achievemetns as a scientist, statesman and 
author, made him quite a celebrity — but not in his own 
backyard. In Philadelphia, his peers merely regarded him as a 
printer, which was not an educated profession, Seavey 
said. Elsewhere in colonial America and in Europe, he was 
widely known and respected. 

About Franklin's personal life, Seavey explains Ben was 
not the vicarious womanizer often depicted in literature. "He 
was very gallant and he would form friendships with women who 
would hold him at an arm's distance," Seavey said.
